TO MONOGAMY. 


Marriage State is Unstable, 
Says Prof. Cutter. 


Declares Numbers in Family 
Steadily Decreasing. 


Women in Business World 


Largely Responsible. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 9.—‘The new status 
of women in the business world is 
largely responsible for the rapid in- 
crease in the divorce rate and is a 
menace to the institution of monog- 
amous marriages, 


**Monogamous marriage (pair 
marriage for life) never has suc- 


tion of Christianity behind it, in 
obtaining the unvarying adherence 
of all classes. 

“Monogamy is in a state of insta- 
bility.” 

These are some of the conclusions 
reached by Prof. J. E. Cutter of 
Western Reserve University in an 
article on “Durable Monogamous 
Wedlock” in the current number of 
the American Journal of Sociology 
issued today by the University of 
Chicago press. 

“The divorce rate in this country 
presumbaly is the highest shown by 
any people,” he writes. “The aver- 
age number of persons per family 
has been declining steadily decade 
by decade for the past fifty years, 
even though exceptionally large fam- 
ilies have been added to the popula- 
tion in recent years through the fe- 
cundity of the foreign-bred women. 
The apparent increase in the divorce 
rate, together with the noteworthy 
tendency in the native element to 
commit race suicide, seems to war- 
rant not a little misgiving as to dur- 
ability and permanency of monoga- 
mous wedlock. 

“The nature of the family is not 
dependent upon ecclesiastical pro- 
nouncement, royal edict or legislative 
enactment. You cannot by legisla- 
tion compel society to maintain an. 
ideal marriage institution. The word 
wife seems to connote a high status, 
a position of high responsibility in 
the household, but after all, the wife 
is more or less of a silent partner. 
Many women are breaking the si- 

nee and the result is the modern 

omen movement. Chivalrous at- 
tention is no longer the full measure 
of compensation for the burden of 
child bearing which falls too heavily 
upon her. She is insistthe that she 
shall determine whether and how 
often she shall assume that burden.”

Mr. Compton rubbed in this chal- 
lenge by announcing that several 
graduates of Princeton—President 
Wilson’s own wuniversity——-had ac- 
cepted new limelight positions in the 
Hughes organization. 

Bayard’ Henry, Princeton '76 and 
a trustee of the university, accepted 
the chairmanship of the Philadel- 
phia branch of the Hughes College 
League. He is one of five chairmen, 
all Princeton men, whom Samuel J. 
Reid, Jr., Princton has Dbtained 
to take charge of branches in as 
many cities.

Robert Harris McCarter, Prince- 
ton *79. clasemate of the President 
and a former Attorney-General of 
New Jersey. is in charge at Newark.

William Marshall Bullitt, Princeton

“Mr. Wilson's condemnation and 
abandonment of American citizens 
in Mexico is unparalleled. It is not 
that Americans most interested in 
Mexico advocated or tried to force 
intervention. From the beginning it 
was what they most feared, and they 
are practically united in opposing 
armed intervention.

CALLS UPON LIND. 


“The American manager of ane of 
the largest American companies op- 
erating in Guanajuato, Mex., called 
upon Mr. Lind at Vera Cruz in 
March, 1914. This manager stated 
to Mr. Lind he had some twenty 
Americans emploved at Guanajuato, 
most of whom had their families 
with them: that their relations with 
the Mexican authorities were cor- 
dial: they felt safe and in no dan- 
ger unless serious friction and hos- 
tility developed between the United 
States and the Mexican govern- 
ment: in which event what. warning 
would they have and how much 
time to get their. people out in 
safety.

MILITARY AVIATION ARM 
IS PRAISED BY BOARD. 


Allegations of Inefficiency are not Sustained and it is 
Declared Department is Being Conducted with Energy 
and Foresight—-Nation is Entitled to View Future with 
Confidence and Serenity, Says Expert. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 3. — The 
W special War Department 
Board which investigated 


military aeronautics reported today 
that its inquiry not only failed en- 
tirely to substantiate allegations of 
inefficiency on the part of army offi- 
cers, but clearly established that de- 
velopment of this branch of the serv- 
ice “is being conducted with energy 
and foresight.” 

A War Department statement on 
the report replied to criticisms 
against the service which “took the 


form of inspired editorials appearing 
in the metropolitan press and in 
statements signed by Mr. Henry 


Woodhouse and Mr. Alan R. Hawley, 
both of the Aero Club of America, 
and declared that “as far as this 


branch is concerned, the nation can 


view the future with confidence and 
serenity.” 
THE STATEMENT. 

The department's statement says: 

“The attention of the War Depart- 
ment has been called to attacks re- 
cently made upon the aviation sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps of the regu- 
lar army. These took the form of 
inspired editorials appearing in the 
metropolitan press and in statements 
signed by Mr. Henry Woodhouse and 
Mr. Alan R. Hawley, both of the Aero 
Club of America. The charges were 
to thé general effect that the devel- 
opment of military aeronatuics was 
being greatly impeded by the alleged 
and general misconduct 
of Maj. William Mitchell, now serving 
as an assistant to Col. George O. 
Squier, chief of the aviation section 
of the Signal Corps. This retarda- 
tion of development, it was declared, 
was especially aimed at the National 


Guard. The implication was even ad- [ye 


vanced that the funds appropriated 
by Congress for the aviation training 
of the guard were being utilized for 
other purposes. 

“These charges were received by 
the department with the gravest 
concern and the most searching and 
thorough investigation was instigated 
under the immediate and personal 
direction of the Secretary of War 
himself. This investigation is now 
complete and it has not only failed 
to substantiate the allegations even 
in the slightest degree, but has 
shown clearly that the development 
of this important branch of the mill- 
tary establishment is being conducted 
with energy and foresight. When 
the plans for the development of 
military aeronautics now being in- 
augurated reach fruition, as far as 
this branch is concerned the nation 
can view the future with confidence 
and serenity.”

‘VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


In Addition, Tests Show Each 
Cord of Wood Capable of Being 
Condensed into Eighty Pounds of 
Acetate of Lime and Nine Hun- 
dred Pounds of Charcoal.

SEATTLE, Oct. 3.—Experiments 
at the University of Washington by 
Lloyd D. Davis of the department of 
industrial chemistry, and Dr. J. G. 
Davidson, of the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia, have resulted in the 
discovery of a process of di:tilling 
sawmill waste by means of which tar, 
a light oil, acetate of lime and char- 
coal are obtained. 

In the new process the gas pro- 
duced by distillation is carried 
through a pipe nine inches in diam- 
eter and twenty feet long. In the 
Pipe is an electrically charged wire, 
which causes precipitation of the 
heavy particles of tar. The tar, 
forty gallons for each cord of wood 
distilled, is of medium consistency 
and immediately marketable. 

The light oil, obtained in a water 
condenser, is tmmediately market- 
able for use in ore refining and the 
yield is twelve gallons to the cord of 
wood. Eighty pounds of acetate of 
lime are obtained from the pyrolig- 
neous acid of each cord of wood. 

Nine hundred pounds of charcoal 
are the fina] yield.

“Fifty odd years ago there were 
men in the nation that were too 
proud to fight the foe of the nation, 
but they were perfectly willing to 
fight the police and the draft riots. 


“And now, in the greatest crisis 
that we have seen since the Civil 
War, in the greatest crisis of the 
world as a whole that the world 
has seen since the Napoleonic wars, 
it is our duty and privilege to stand 
once more for the principles for 
which the,men of the early ‘60s, 
who founded this club, -stood; to 
stand for peace, honestly and sin- 
cerely, by every honorable expedient, 
but to stand for it in that effective 
way which means that the standing 
for it asks it as a right, in the spirit 
of justice, and does not cringe for it 
as a favor to be granted contemptu- 
ously by a wrongdoer. 

“I belfleve that on the whole the 
Gettysburg speech and the second 
inaugural were the two greatest 
speeches ever delivered. If, after 
‘the Gettysburg speech, Abraham 
Lincoln had appointed a conference 
of the type now sitting in Atlantic 
City we would not think of the Get- 
tysburg speech except with bitter- 
ness or laughter. 

EXAMPLE OF LINCOLN. 

“If, after the second inaugural, 
Abraham Lincoln had sanctioned 
the retention of slavery in any form 
in this nation, we should hang our 
heads whenever we thought of that 
inaugural, or of Abraham Lincoln 
himself. We have a right now to 
ask the men of this country to de- 
cide in the spirit of the men who, 
in 1864, returned Abraham Lincoin 
to the Presidency. 

“Mr. Hughes has alluded to Mr. 
Whlison’s speech on Saturday. in 
which he said in effect that if you do 
not re-elect him the country might 
have war. That is substantially what 


he said and the inference was that 
if he were there, there would not be 
any War, leaving it to be inferred by 


the outside world that nobody could 
insult him so that he would fight. 
“At this moment we are informed 
that in the German Reichstag there 
is a debate going forward as to 
whether or not they will. resume 
what they call the U-boat warfare 
—what I call the murger on the 
high seas of men, women and chil- 
dren. And you can guarantee that 
there would be no debate on that 
subject if they knew that they had 
as President of the United States a 
man who would not tolerate any 
kind of action of that sort. 

“Mr. speech last Satug- 
day was invitation to force 
powers to whatever they wished, 
because if he were in power they 
need not be afraid. 

“Another thing,” Col. Roosevelt 
continued, “in Mr. Lincoln's speech 
of acceptance I think it was in that 
place that he so happily named 
Shadow Lawn—”"

you meant Mr. Wilson’s speech,” Mr. 
Root said. 

“Good heavén!” exclaimed Col.

Wilson's speech of acceptance a few 
weeks ago there was one sentence— 
among many of which I took note 
~—~in which he said that if all essen- 
tial:rights were invaded by any na- 
tion they must be met by prompt 
challenge and resistance. 

Now, take the sentences about 
keeping us out of war at all costs 
last Saturday, and these sentences 
about prompt challenging and re- 
sistance, together, and one group of 
sentences is the weasel and the other 
the egg. It is open to Mr. Wilson 
which is the weasel and which is, 
the egg.

: THE DAY'S HISTORY. 


Thanksgiving Day is fraught with 
romance and is more closely associ- 
ated with the early traditions of this 
country than any other holiday. 

The last Thureday in November, 
annually set apart for Thanksgiving 
by proclamation of the President 
and of the Governors of the various 
States, was first made a day of 
thanksgiving in 1621 by the Pilgrims 
after their first harvest. 

The Massachusetts Bay Colony ob- 
served this day first in 1630, and 
frequently thereafter until in 1680, 
when it became an annua) festival 
that colony. In Connecticut the day 
was first observed in 1639 and be 
came an annual event in 1647, ex- 
cept in the year of 1675. The Dutch 
in New Netherland appointed a day 
of thanksgiving in 1644, which was 
observed frequently in other years. 
During the War of Independence the 
Continental Congress appointed one 
or more days for a _ thanksgiving 
each year, except In the year 1777, 
each time making recommendations 
to the officials of the various States 
for the observance of these days in 
their States. 

It was in 1789 that President 
Washington named the last Thurs- 
day in November as a day of Thanks- 
giving. He named another in 1795. 
In response to resolution of Con- 
gress, President Madison set apart 
a day for thanksgiving at the close 
of the war in 1812. 

President Lincoln in 1864 set aside 
the last Thursday of November as 
a day of thanksgiving, and since that 
time each President has annually 
followed his example. 


THE BENEFIT. 


If this day of rejoicing is fixed for 
an earlier date than it has been 
the custom to observe it for the past 
three centuries it is thought that the 
benefit to the vast army of Christ- 
mas shoppers and the other army of 
tired clerks will be far greater Ghan 
the breaking of perhaps the first 
precedent set in the United States.

LAW FOR MOTORISTS. 


Judge in Charging Jury Lays Down 
Rules for Drivers When They 
Approach a_ Trolley. Car 
Nearing a Possible 
Stopping Piace. 


In charging a jury yesterday In a 
damage suit involving a motorcycle 
which collided with a man attempt- 
ing to get on board a trolley car, 
Judge Wilbur laid down rules which 
will prove of interest to drivers of 
motor vehicles. The court said that 
under the terms of the ordinance, 
while it is provided that the driver 
of a vehicle, in this instance the mo- 
torcycle, must stop ten feet in the 
rear of tHe car, the purpose. of the 
ordinance is to protect passengers 
alighting from or entering street 
cars, and if it should happen that 
a person .operating a motor vehicle 
overtaking a street car stopping at 
an intersection had passed beyond a 
point ten feet in the rear thereof at 
the time the car stopped, it would 
be impossible of course, for him to 
stop ten feet in the rear of the car 
in question. 

The court held that under these 
circumstances it would be the duty 
of the motorist to stop as soon as 
possible upon ascertaining that the 
Street car was stopping or had 
stopped to discharge or receive pas- 
sengers. When a car approaches an 
intersection, it is the duty of a driver 
to anticipate that the car might stop 
at such place and govern his actions 
accordingly.

RIVER’S VAGARIES. 


Expensive to Try to Fortify Homes 
in Ancient Channel Against an 


There is no way of preventing an 
overfiow cutting the bank of the 


present channel! of the Los Angeles 
River below the Salt Lake bridge.

WHAT'S CAFE MEAL? 


Restaurant Men Confer with Mayor 
and Others upon Requirements 
for Serving Liquor—May 
Place Oysters and Salad 
on the List. 


What constitutes a meal with 
which liquor can be served? That is 
the question under discussion by 
Mayor Woodman with representa- 
tives of the Cafe Owners’ Associa- 
tion. 
Under a ruling of the Police Com- 
mission, a meal must be composed 
of meat, fish, cheese or beans and 
bread, to cost not less than 15 cents. 
The cafe men pointed out that this 
includes combination salads, which 
cost 25 cents, and also oysters. 
The Mayor referred the matter to 
the City Prosecutor, to draft some- 
thing which will be reasonable to the 
cafe men and yet is not in violation 
of the spirit of the ordinance. The 
Mayor stated there must be no 
subterfuge meals, such as “vulcan- 
ized sandwiches,” served over and 
over again.

SALE OF GREAT WATER | 
COMPANY IS APPROVED. 


by the members of the Public 
Service Commission yesterday 
to the plans negotiated through its 
special counsel, W. B. Mathews, for 
the transfer of title of the Union 
Hollywood Company’s water system 
to the city, and a rearrangement of 
the financial obligations connected 
therewith. 

The amount of the purchase 
figures, in round numbers, was $590,- 


000. All of this but $262,026.19 has 
been paid in installments by the 
commission to C. J. Heyler, in 
monthly payments, secured from 
water revenues. Now the remainder 
is to be paid from money to be 
advanced by the German American 
Trust and Savings Bank, and the city 
will receive the title to the prop- 
erties, 

The plan provides for the commis- 
sion paying the obligation to the 
bank in installments of $35,000 per 
quarter, the indebtedness bearing 6 
per cent. interest. This is considered 
a good stroke of business, as it gives 
the city immediate title to the water 
plant, and cuts down the rate of 
payment on the indebtedness nearly 
one-half, while there is no increase 
in the interest rate. 

In addition to the $230,000, which 
the commission has advanced in 
payments to Mr. Heyler, it has ex- 
pended about $250,000 on better- 
ments of the Hollywood system 
since taking it under control, so that

GOLDEN STATE, 


Early-day School Teacher, Who 
Lived Where San Francisco Mint 
Now Stands and Married Pioneer 
Judge and Lawmaker, Dies at 
Her Home Here. 


Another of the real California ar- 
gonauts crossed over the great divide 
Monday when Mrs. Jane Miner Law- 
ton, 78 years of age, died at her 
home, No. 1037 Lincoln street. She 
had been in California since 1850, 
knew people throughout the State, 
had been active in the genesis of the 
public school system and was known 
as a woman of attainments. 


She was born at Columbus, O., the 
daughter of New York parents. Her 
Griffith Miner, served 
through the Mexican War. Then, 
with his little family, he joined the 
gold rush and crossed the plains by 
ox team. Little Jane rode a pony 
throughout the journey. 

The party rrived at Los Angeles 
in ‘50 and then trekked to San Fran- 
cisco. There Col. Miner became a 
stock raiser, with a large ranch in 
Solano county, and a _ wholesale 
butcher in the Bay City. He built 
his residence at Fifth and Mission 
streets, the site of the United States 
mint today, and the family resided 
there a number of years, in what 
was then the bon-ton section of San 
Francisco. 

Jane Miner was educated at the 
convent of Notre Dame, San Jose, 
and later taught school. When she 
was principal of the schoo) at Fair- 
field she met former Judge Lawton 
of Solano county, who was then su- 


ond vice-president, and O. Rey Rule, 
secretary and treasurer.

the Workman's Compensation Act, 
and in addition agreed to assign back 
to her a cause of action against the 
Southern Pacific. She brought suit 
under this assignment through At- 
torneys Moore and Hoyt. 

Attorney W. I. Gilbert for the 
Southern Pacific contended that the 
employer cannot assign a claim back 
to the injured party. The point was 
argued yesterday after the jury had 
been dismissed.

OF SILT GUARD’ 


Supervisors Hold up Report 
on Dominguez Dam. 


Special Bond Election Early 
Next Year Possible. 


Data on Country-wide Plan of 
Flood Control Wanted. 


The Board of Supervisors is di- 
vided on the question of accepting 
the report prepared by J. W. Rea- 
gan, flood control engineer, on the 
cost of construction of the Domin- 
guez dam, acquiring rights of way 
for the new channel of the Los 
Angeles River and other expenses 
to prevent silt emptying into los 
Angeles Harbor. 

The total cost of this improvement 
was estimated by Mr. Reagan at 
$1,285,000. The costs of land, rights 
of way, easements and property to 


be taken were estimated at $718,- 
250; injury to other land, $20,000; 
roads and bridges, $405,000; cost of 
maintenance for five years, $25,000; 
incidental expenses, $116,750. 

The committee, comprising Su- 
pervisor Woodley, Mayor Woodman 
of this city and ex-Mayor Hatch of 
Long Beach, appointed by the Board 
of Supervisors to secure estimates for 
rights of way for the proposed 
channel from Dominguez dam to the 
ocean west of Alamitos Bay, present- 
ed its report at Monday's meeting. 

The estimate was for Dominguez 
dike, 140 acres, $84,000; for Comp- 
ton Creek diversion, sixteen acres, 
$9600: for river west of Salt Lake 
Railway, 149 acres, $89,400; for 
flowing rights above Dominguez 
dike, including damages, 1100 acres, 
$660,000; for cut east of Salt Lake 
Railway, 275 acres, $96,250; for cut 
below this point, 14,000 feet, includ- 
ing water-bearing land east of Sig- 
nal Hill, 257 acres, $179,900; from 
pass to head of bay, 7000 feet, 111 
acres, $166,500; from head of bay 
to ocean, ninety-six acres, $500,000. 
The total estimate was $1,881,650. 

These figures were to aid the en- 
gineer in making up his report, and 
as it was then desired to have the 
estimate in time for the ballots for 
the November election, Mr. Regan 
was asked to make haste... County 
Counsel Hill was asked to report on 
the advisability of doing the big 
work piecemeal. His interpretation 
of the law was to the effect that 
if it is done piecemeal the bond is- 
sue must be applied to that partic- 
viar plece, and it would require a 
four-fifths vote of the board for an- 
other appropriation. 

A large delegation from Long 
Beach attended the meeting, and re- 
marks were made by the members. 

When the proposition came to a 
vote, Supervisor Woodley voted to 
do something right away in order 
to have the benefit of the covern- 
ment’s $500.000 appropriation. Su- 
pervisors Norton and Hinshaw and 
the acting chairman of the board 
voted to refer the report back to Mr. 
Regan to embody a comprehensive 
scheme for the whole county. It 
was believed the estimate could be 
received in time for a special bond 
election in January or February.

SSAULT CHARGED | 
AGAINST CAFE MAN. 


RESULT OF ALLEGED ATTEMPT 
TO SHOOT DETECTIVE, 


Affair Said to be Upshot of Hold- 
up and Capture of Robbers, for 
Which Captors Say They Weren’t 
Comp ted—Accused Remains 


A complaint was issued late yes- 
terday afternoon charging 
Harlow, cafe proprietor, with as- 
sault with a deadly weapon on 
Thonias M. Miller, a private detec- 
tive.
